Alberta Government 
To Purchase Cattle §_ 


Between 7000 and 8000 head of one 
plus cattle will be bought by the pro- 
vincial government from farmers in 
the drouth areas, taken to central 
points, and there disposed of. A price 
of one cent a pound will be paid, and) 
the business will be handled through 
the Department of Agriculture. 

This decision of policy, announced 
by Hon. F. S. Grisdale, means that 
Alberta will not be coming under the 
scheme recently arranged and an- 
nounced by Hon. Robt. Weir, federal 
minister of agriculture, which con- 
templated the processing of the cattle 
into export beef and tankage. 

Mr. Grisdale says that the details of 
the new provincial plan are not yet 
complete but are now being worked 
out and will be made public shortly. 
The buying and selling will be done 
with the co-operation of the Domin~- 
ion government and the railways in 
respect to freight rates on the cattle.

He is then elected Sena- 
tor on a thirty-day term, goes to 
Washington and is married there, the 
ceremony being attended by the Presi- 
dent of the U.S. His entire fortune 
collapses when silver loses its yalue 
and gold becomes the standard, but 
his wife does not desert him. She 
sticks by him and trys to encourage 
him. He meets a former senator who 
Joans him money. This Senator is so 
sorry for him that he tells him he will 
see to it that he (the hero) is appoint- 
ed postmaster. He waits in vain for 
the notification from Washington. One 
day he wanders into the old opera 
douse and collapses’ there. He is 
brought home and dies just as he re- 
ceives a notification of his appoint- 
ment. The two wives meet at the 
funeral and comfort each other in 
their grief.

I recently averaged 118 miles an hour 
for over 24 hours, thereby breaking 
all existing records frém 200 to 3000 
miles for speed and endurance. In be- 
tween, I’ve piloted all kinds of cars 
under all sorts of conditions, on race 
tracks and across continents, a million 
and-a half altogether—60 times a- 
round the world—without an accident. 
And when I recall that 850,000 people 
were injured and 30,000 killed in auto- 
mobile accidents last year, my record 
for safe driving means more to me 
than all the speed cups in the world. 
Fast driving happens to be my hobby, 
but safe driving means life itself to 
me. 

Our motor-car casualties make ugly 
statistics. Who's to blame? ‘Not us,” 
cry the manufacturers. ‘‘We’re build- 
ing cars with higher safety margins 
every year.” “Not us,” say the road- 
makers. “The highways are getting 
broader and straighter all the time.” 
By simple elimination it appears that 
the human driving factor—you, I, and 
especially the. cheese-brained idiot 
who drives with nothing but his horn 
and accelerator—-must accept respon- 
sibility for the ghastly misuse of the 
automobile in America today. 


What is safe driving? It is simply 
efficient driving. And the first rule of 
efficient driving is ceaseless, vigilant 
concentration on the road ahead—un- 
remitting attention to every sign, 
movement and circumstance within 
the range of vision. Driving is a full- 
time job. I don’t mean that you 
should sit tensed at the wheel. One 
can be physically in repose, and still 
be mentally alert. Any tension you 
avoid will be so much energy saved 
for emergencies. Your grip on the 
steering wheel should be firm but 
need not be tiresomely tight. I find 
that (speaking clockwise) the posi- 
tion between 8 and 10 for the left 
hand and between 2 and 4 for thr 
right is best; but for persons with 
shorter arms 8.20 position is perfectly 
efficient. Above all, keep both hands 
on the wheel. The only two people 1 
know who are competent to drive one- 
handed are Eddie Rickenbacker and 
Ralph de Palma—and both of them 
use two Hands. 

During the first hundred yards of 
driving I test my brakes by pushing 
down the pedal, especially on a 
strange car. The brakes ma; have 
frozen, they may be greasy, or need 
adjustment, and I want to know it 
before leaning against them ina 
pinch. 
Scrutiny of the rpad surface is an 
established part of my routine. A road 
that offers plenty of traction when 
dry, may be a veritable path of danger 
when wet; sand, gravel, wet asphalt, 
wooden blocks treated with asphalt, 
are all treacherous. If there's a glaze 
of ice on the road, the wisest thing 
may be to drive your car into the 
garage.and leave it there. And here’s 
a final hint about roads: always re- 
duce speed when passing from one 
type of road to another. Remember 
too, that more accidents happen on 
broad, straight, dry highways than on 
crooked, slippery ones. Drivers seem 
to lose their alertness when the road 


Your position on the road is most 
important. Your right wheel should 
be approximately one and one-half 
feet from the outer edge of the high- 
way; this permits you ample leeway, 
yet prevents your slipping off the 
edge. Running off the road is com- 
moner than you'd suppose: 31 per 
cent. of accidents are due to speed- 
ing, while 34 per cent are caused by 
cars going off the road. When ascend- 
ing a hill or turning a corner at night, 
avoid headlight glare by fixing your 
eye on the white marker stripe in the 
center of the highway. It’s a better 
guide than the dark outside edge. 
As for speed, every motorist should 
remember that when he doubles the 
apeed of his car, say from 20 to 40 
miles an hour, its momentum in- 
creases fourfold. That is, it will take 
four times longer to stop it, and it will 
be four times harder to stop. If it 
| hits anything, it will strike with four 
times the impact. At 40 miles it will 
do the potential damage of a car driv- 
en off a 4-story building. Add 20 
miles more, and your car is a Juye 
gernaut that strikes a blow nine times 
greater than if it were traveling 20, 
and requires nine times the space and 
time to bring it to a halt. Wear and 
tear on brakes, tires, and engine parts 
go up in similar proportion, gas and 
oil consumption are increased—so 


that it may be truly said that a man 
traveling at 60 miles an hour is paying 
a heavy cash premium for the extra 
speed—to say nothing of the risk he 
is taking. 

It may be perfectly safe, mechani- 
cally speaking, to hit 70 in a new 
car, and criminal insanity to attempt 
30 in a rickety ark with four wheels 
and no brakes. And unfortunately, 
75 per cent. of the cars now in opera- 
tion are technically obsolete or in de- 
fective mechanical condition. 

I must point out, however, that 
many abnormally slow drivers are

pokiness that invites the average 
driver to take chances and pass them. 
TI heartily agree with Governor Pin- 
chot of Pennsylvania when he says: 
“The sooner traffic officials insist that 
cars on crowded roads travel at @ 
decent rate of speed; the sooner our 
appalling’ list of fatal accidents will 
tend to decrease.” My tip to slow- 
poke drivers is this: “Don’t burden 
the road with your car unless it can 
do 40 with ease and safety when traf- 
fic conditions require it.” 

Sharp curves are breeding places for 
accidents. Drivers going along at a 
50-mile clip can’t negotiate the curve 
and run smack into a tree, ditch or 
approaching car. ‘Going too fast for 
safety!’’ you murmur as you pass the 
wreck. I might startle you by saying, 
“Perhaps he wasn’t going fast 
enough!’’ When you go round a curve, 
centrifugal force pulls your car out- 
ward. The ordinary driver, feeling 
this pull, thinks to overcome it by 
reducing speed. What he should do 
is increase power, and simultaneously 
twist his wheel into a sharper curve, 
making the engine drive the car ifi the 
right direction. 


A blow-out is generally conceded to 
be one of the worst things that can 
happen to a car traveling at high 
speed.. Without minimizing this 
danger, I believe it is overrated. When 
a tire, say the left front one, blows 
out, nothing very mysterious happens. 
The car is pulled violently toward the 
left, and in many cases the steering 
wheel is jerked out of the driver’s 
hands. It is this startled surrender 
of the wheel that causes trouble. This 
trouble can be avoided by the alert, 
strong-handed driver who refuses to 
let the wheel be torn from his grasp. 
One of my recent experiments proves 
this. I placed dynamite caps in all 
four of my tires and permitted them 
to be discharged electrically, one at 
a time, at points unknown to me. 
My tires were blown to ribbons at un- 
expected moments, but by gripping 
the wheel firmly I proved that it was 
possible to veer as little as three 
inches from a straight course while 
going at a 90 mile clip. 

One thing I want to avoid is skid- 
ding, but perhaps the worst thing a- 
bout skidding.is the feeling of help- 
lessness it arouses in most drivers. 
Actually you aren’t helpless at All. To 
come out of a skid, throw out your 
clutch (unless you are in free wheel- 
ing) and maneuver the steering wheel 
until the wheels regain traction. In 
other words, go into the skid. Brak- 
ing, of course, is ineffectual. Your 
main concern is to equalize traction 
on all four wheels, which you do by 
throwing out your clutch; your next 
move is to get all your wheels in line. 
As soon as you feel the skid weaken- 
ing, let in the clutch, gun the motor, 
and resume forward progress. I have 
purposely thrown my car into thous- 
ands of skids, and this is the most 
effective way I know of coming out 
of them. 

If you sometimes feel drowsy dur- 
ing a long drive, don’t attribute it 
necessarily to the hum of the motor 
or to fatigue. Remember that the 
carbon monoxide menace may _ be 
found in closed cars as well as closed 
garages. Small quanities of this odor- 
less gas, escaping from defective ex- 
haust gaskets, may deaden your 
senses.

SOME CONNOISSEURS 
200 YEARS AGO 


Tales have been handed down of 
the feats of trenchermen of former 
days and one wonders just what these 
affairs cost. There recently came in- 
to the possession of the Manager of 
The Nova Scotian Hotel in Halifax, 
N.S,. which is.owned and operated by 
the Canadian National Railways, a 
bill for a dinner held about two hun- 
dred years ago in the Great Pontac 
Hotel, a famous hostelry of a by-gone 
day in that seaport town.

OU read, in our last article, of the

Traps may be obtained for very 
little money, although, of course, 
better ones may be bought for more 
money. Your local sports-goods 
dealer will gladly get you complete 
descriptions of various makes of 
trape—of course, the better they are, 
the more satisfactorily they will 
operate. On the whole, though, it is 
as well to keep the lay-out as simple 
as possible. It is the most practical 
in the end. 


Gun racks are a necessity. Any 
carelessness in standing or laying 
down of guns should be absolutely 
prohibited. Safety nets, too, made of 
chicken wire or fish netting, should be 
erected behind each trap house. These 
will prove to be a decided economy 
and will save many clay targets. 


Later on you may want to build a 
club-house to provide a pleasant place 
for your members to congregate 
between rounds or during stormy 
weather. This again will depend upon 
your tastes and resources, and may 
be built so as to lend itself to ex- 
pansion as the club grows. Windows 
should overlook the field, and the 
door may be placed at one end. Of 
course, with this as with other items 
of equipment, the cost can be kept 
down.at the start. You will find that 
the clay birds are aleo very inex 
pensive—emazingly so, when one bas 
experienced the thrill that they 
supply.
